He must be a very brasen, superfluons
rasosl, and quite as muoh fool as knave, who
goes brawling about— 1 owe A. B. five thou-
sand dollars, snd [ mean to oheat him out of
avery cent of it." Yon seldom meet one silly
enough thus to expose himself. The far
wmore mwual and politio way 15 to “‘heat him
on the exeontion’'—that is, contost the jnatice
of the oreditor’s clafm, and, if beaten in Court,
have nothing whereon the Sheriff can levy to
patisfy the demand. The careless public is
then left at liberty to infer—first, that the
alloged debtor don't really owe; or, secondly,
that he cau't pay.

Wa have no fear that this American paople
will ever preclaim to the world that it has re
golved not to pay its honest debts. Yet the
end of non-payment may be reached by the
pimple device of taking off tax after tax until
the residae will not suffice to support the Gov-
ernmeént and pay the acerulog interest on the na-
tional debt, %hvn comes in the popular swindle
of Issulng Indefinits millions of greenbacks on
purpose to debauch the currency beyond re-
covery and compelling the publio creditors to
fake them, or nothing, for the principal as wall
a1 interest of their demands, That will nearly
finish the job.

The last Congress most-Improvidently, in our
view, remit and reduced taxes to the
amonnt of not less than one hundred milliona
per apnum, and we have consequently all but
stopped paying off the principal of our debt,
Let us pereist in paying at least one hundred
millions per annnm, and we might soon fund
onr remaining indebledness in & non-taxable
conzol at four per cent., reducing the interest
by at leastthirty millions per annum. A public
debt steadily diminishing can hardly fail to
appreciate rapidly in value. And, as most of
our debt is redeemable at the pleasure of the
Government after it has run five years, it is
practically within control at any moment. If
there were no other objection to the repudia-
tion dodges now ourrent, the f_:u-t that th_u".’

reclude the conversion of our Five-twenties
into five and four per cents, would be their
suflicient condemnation.

Congress will soon reassemble, and will ba
moet at the threshold with ifmportunitiss to
abolish this, that, and the other tax. The cot-
ton tax. is eapecially the object of malignant
Rebel assault, as though it were a military
contribution levied as a punishment rather
than & resource. The manulucturars are
ptriving for a repeal of the tax of five per
cent. on all textile fabrics produced in power-
looms. The importers want the tariff out
down; the liguor men protest that the tax on
their product is exorbitant, ete. From all
sides, the ory is reduce this impost, abolish
that excise, and so on. If these clamors prove
potent, repudiation iz inevitable.

We trust, therefore, that Congrass will
make basts slowly, and repeal mo tux without
knowing precisely how the vacuum thus
created will be filled. If the cotton tax can
be spared, we hops it will ba remitted; but
those who clamor for its removal will dis-
cover thai the consuming public pays a good
part of it—that it does by no means fall exclu-
gively on the cotton-grower, as they assuma,
As to the whisky tax, il was imposed under
the influence of powerful “rings'’ of specula-
tors, who had bought np most of the liguor in
the country, and then prompted the imposi-
tion of 80 high & tax in order to fill their own
pocketa by selling thalr whisky at an enor-
mous profit.

Mr. Thaddens Stavens does not atop at this

fint. He plaots himself squurely on the

‘ondleton platform. He oalls for ralisf from
the taxation entailed by the bonds and from
the contraotion carriéd om by the Treasury
under the law. And what he deems it axpeo-
dient to do he Insists may be done withont
injustice to the bondholders. He would,
therefore, discharge ‘he debt ns quicky as pos-
gible, and wounld issue the amouut of papur
necaisary to attain that and.

In the shape which General Batler gives to
the question, it goarcely demands disoussion.
The faliacies of his argument and its fnoom-
patibllity with pational good falth have re-
ceived all the wnotice they require; for his
interpretation of the bend and the law Las
not uecesgarily any practical bearing upon
the course of the Government. If the pay-
ment of the bonds were now imperative—if
they had renched matarity and must be
met with ¢oln or currenoy—the employment
of one or the other might be a matter of
legitimate debate. Bul no obligation of this
pature exigts, The lLonds have not ma-
tured. The Government is not ealled upon
to pay them off. And by adhering to the
present polioy of Mr. MoCulloch, we may
hepae that the whole gsnbjest will be
gettled prior to the maturity of the debt
by the resumption of spscie payments. There
is no object in disoussing the terms of the
bouds when there is & prospect of being able
to pay in paper a8 good a8 gold befors they
become due.

The Stevens-Pendlaton plan does not admit
of the sawe easy treatmont, It is immedlately
davgerous, becaunse appealing to the selfish-
ness of that large portion of the communuity
who chafe under the oppressiveness of taxa-
tion. By one stroke it proposes to largely re-
duce taxation, and 80 10 beneiit struggling in-
dustry and depressed trade. By snother it
seeks to revive the speculative activity of the
war period—tio make money plentiful—and to
inangurate an era of inllation, compared with
which the luflation we now have would be as
nothing.

A vircnmstanee which imparts unpleasant
gignificance to the latter feature of tie sochame
is the prevalence of a strong feeling in favor
of inflation throughout the West. We have
recently shown that Wastern opinion favors
further issnes of currancy, and that Repualbli-
can and Democrat alike sail with the curreat.
It is true that no Repunblican journal of any
pretension lends countenance to inflation on
the monstrous scale recommended by Mr, Ste-
vens and Mr. Pendleton. Buatthe difference i
one of degree merely, A few hundred mil-
lions more or less would make little diferenca
if the process were begun, The error and the
mischief would ba substantially the same: for
if the principle be admitted that rellef may le
had by deferring indefinitely specie payments,

and meanwhile issuing paper a8 o means of

gtimulating specalation, what gusrantes have
we that Mr. Stevens’ point will not be at last
reached ! To secure safety, all further infla-
tion must be prevented at the ontset, Every
glep in that direction will be a step towards
bankruptoy.

The proper antidote to so much of tha infla-
tiom plan as relates to relief from taxation,
will be found in the adoption of prompt and
Inrge reforms by Congress. The presant
gystem of taxation, crude, unjust, oppressive,
as it is, is an incentive to 1'p}nudialiun. And
if this disgraceful calamity s to be averted,
the party in power must use their opportuni.
ties to lighten the load of labor, and lessen
the burdens which now crush commerca and
render enterprise all but impossible. The
gtalesmen must do their duty or the dema-
gogues will prevail.

We are more heavily taxed in this country
than the people of any other country in the
world. Not even those nations of Europa
which have been piling up enormous national
debts for centuries, through ambitious and dy-
nastic wars, and which have to support expen-
sive monarchical governments and privileged
uristocracies, are burdened as is this young re-
public. The national debt of Eugland is larger
than that of oy other nation; but oura is not
less weighty, because the Interest is much
higher. But when we take into account the
debts of the geveral States, the counties, and
the cities and towns, in sddition to the debt of
the Federal Government, the burden is much
heavier and the taxation far greater. We nsad
to boast of our cheap Government, aud point
to the people of Great Britain, weighed down
with taxation, by way of siriking contrast.
Now, however, onr taxes in the aggregale are
for each individual nearly if not quite as much
as the people of lHngland have to bear; and
almost all this mountain of debt has been
accumulated within geven years.

The quoestion which the American people
will soon ask—which, in fact, they begin to
ask—ig, how has it happened that such an
enonnous debt was contracted ! Admittiog
the mnecessarily vast expenses of a war uu-
paralleled fn history, we still cannot shut onr
oyes to the fact that other nations have had
wars of vast magoitnde and of much longer
duration withont creating anything like such
a debt. Waell might Mr, Stevens say, in his
remarkable letter, “*we have thrown away our
billions and are still throwing away millions
by mismanagement.” BSeven years or less of
radical Republican rnls has piled upa debt
in the aggregate of fonr thousand millions of
dollnrs. Expensive as the war was, there
wag no neceseity for creating a debt one-half
or & third as large as this, History furnishes
no example comparable with such ignorauce,
corruption, and mismanagement in national

finances as the party in power has exhibited.
Mr, Chase inangurated this frightful gystem of
flunnee, and Mr. McCulloch and his other
friends and supporters have continued to varry
it ont, Not only did they create nnnecessarily
& gtupendons debt while the war lasted, but
they hiaye kept up the burden since by reck-
less and extruvagant legislation. They have
givém ps the most ruinous and ocostly internal
rovemue system to snpport an army of parti-
gunl pffce-hidders, and then have parmitted
framds upon ‘the Government 1o the amount
of hurdreds of niijlions. They have aata-
blisked & gty Agspotism in ll‘:u South that

If wo look to history we ahall see that
nearly all great revolutions have besn caused
by unjust or oppressive taxation. Touch the
pocketa of the people, tax them beyond mea-
#ure, call upon the fsborlng masases for tha
produoct of their sweat and labor to maintain
an extravagant Government, and thers will
surely be a revolt, In arbitrary or monarchi-
onl Governments there will be insurréotion or
& bloody revolution; under a popular (fovern-
ment like ours the revolution will be effected
at the ballot-box. Our own glorous Revolu-
tion was the result of wunjust and oppressive
taxes imposed by the imperial (overnment of
Great Britain. The first great revolution and
succeeding revolutions in  France sprang
mainly from like causes. So it has besn in
England and other countries throughoat
all history, and even as far back as the revolt
of the ten tribes of Israel under Jeroboam,
becsuse the yoke of Hehoboam was too
heavy to be borne. Can any one be go
short gighted, then, as not to see that the
Americans must soon revolt at the oppressive
taxation now imposed apon them? A people
who make their own laws by representa-
tives chosen every two yeoara will mot long
endure extravagant and oppregsive lagislation,
And if any moneyed oligarchy, in the shape of
national banks, bondholders, or privilegad
capitalists, think that they have the power to
control legislation, and endeavor to do so, they
will find out their mistake. Bhould these
clasges selfishly push thelr own interesia
agninst the interests and sentiments of the
people, they may coma oul of the conteat seri-
onsly damaged. There is no desire on the part
of the Amaerican people ta repudiate the debt,
but should the bondholders attempt to force
specie payments before the weight of the delt
be removed, and thereby perpetuate the debt
and the borden of taxation, publio sentiment
may take a shape that will make their secnri-
ties less valuable than they are. We warn
them to beware of pushing their selfish inta-
tests too far. The tauxpayers and tha laboring
masses are the governing power in this
conutry.

The first and paramount object is to esta-
blith an economical Government in place of
the recklessly extravagant one we have, and
to both reduce taxation and pay off the bulk
of the debt while wa have an abundant cur.
rency. The national bank cireulation should
be withdrawn, greenbacks issued in its plaee,
and with these thires hundred millions of the
interest-bearing bonda be bought up and can-
celled. This would pave twenty-five millions
a year in current money, and wonld give us
at the same time A uniform currency. If the
business of the country can bear a greater cir-
culation withont nndaly iaflating prices, a
farther issue might be made, and more of
the interast-Learing debt be cancelled. At
all events, we ought to have a uniform legal-
tender currency instead of the miserable
Joixed currency mow alloat. Archibald Ali-
gon, in writing upon Dritish finance and
currency, mnkes a suggestion that might
Le usgeful to follow. Ile Esuggests two
kinds of onrrency—paper and the pracious
metals—the first, in fact, to be the money of
the country, legal tenders, and the latter Lo be
a reserve for conversion ina way similar to
that which exists in the case of the Baonk of
England. The pracious metals nowhers are a
suflicient currency for business purposes. Kven
in England, and in all specie-paying countries
and times, by far the largest amonnt of husi-
ness is done through paper, through bank or
private notes. The paper issues of the Gov-
ernment, properly regulated, would only take
the place of these, while they would be money
in fact as substantial as the Gavernment itsslf.
We are now in a position to establish an inde-
pendent American system of finance and cur-
rency suited to our own condition, and mnot
tying ourselves down to the errors, or what is
unsnitable in the old systems, of Europe. Tha
time has come when we should do thisz, It {a
going to be the great and absorbing question
before the people and for statesmen to study.
